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Prospects Which the New Year Holds Out 
to America 


HE flood tide-of prosperity has already set in 

and is sweeping over this country with a 

steady flow that soon will reach every nook 

and corner of this broad land and give a new 

impetus to productive industry and trade, the bene- 

ficial effects of which will be felt by everybody 

capable and willing to work. More than that, we are 

entering on a new era of industrial and commercial 

expansion the possibilities of which are incalculably 
sreat. 

“Though huge war orders for the products of our 
farms and factories, including nearly every line of 
manufacture as well as that of arms and ammuni- 
tion, are largely responsible for the sudden accelera- 
tion of business during the last few months, there is 
no reason to apprehend a general depression of busi- 
ness in the United States following the close of the 
present war which is devastating Europe, Asia and 
Africa. 


Being the only great neutral nation, the United 
States has profited largely and in many ways by con- 
ditions caused by the war, and the benefit will be 
permanent, the extent only depending on our enter- 
prise and good judgment in improving the unprece- 
dented opportunities, afforded by the changed 
conditions for internal development and for exten- 
sion of our export trade to countries which heretofore 
have taken little, if any, of our products. 


Before the present war we had to send abroad 
from one hundred and twenty-five to one hundred 
and fifty million dollars a year to pay interest and 
dividends on American securities amounting to 
between two and three billion dollars owned -by 
European investors. A_ billion dollars’ worth, or 
more, of these securities have been returned to this 
country and sold to American investors to raise 
money to carry on the war, so that the fifty to 
seventy-five million dollars yearly income of this 
fund will remain in the United States instead of leay- 
ing the country. Another hundred million dollars of 
American money used to leave the country each 
year to pay expenses of Americans touring or resid- 
ing in Europe. This drain on our resources has been 
suspended since the outbreak of hostilities. 


The war_has largely reduced*our imports and enor- 
mously increased our exports, creating a large 
balance in our favor to be paid by foreign consumers. 
This has been settled in part by sending over here 
more than half a billion dollars’ worth of English, 
French and Italian government bonds the annual 
interest on which, amounting to. over twenty-six 
millions, will be paid to American owners of these 
funds; and besides these bonds hundreds of millions 
in gold have been shipped to the United States from 
Europe during the seventeen months since the war 
began—and the gold is still coming and will continue 
to come while the war lasts. 


The result is that there is much more money in 
the United States now than ever before. A great 
deal of it is idle, but is seeking investment and will 
be used as capital to develop the natural resources 
of our country and build up new industries. In so 
doing a large part of this money will be paid out in 
wages for labor and thus go into circulation as it will 
in turn be spent at the stores for necessaries and 
luxuries; and so business all along the line will get 
a boost. 


We have been a debtor nation and have had to 
pay heavy tribute to the old countries for the capital 
they have loaned us. But, as stated, we have paid 

a large part of the debt and will probably pay it all 
and become a creditor nation by the time the war 
closes, so that Europe will thereafter be paying us 
interest on its debt. ; 


Already the American dollar has superseded the 
British pound sterling as the standard of value 
throughout the world and London is losing her finan- 
cial supremacy to New York. 


Evidently this vast improvement of our financial 
situation is a permanent gain. This country now 
has money enough to finance its own development 
on a scale heretofore unknown, and also spare 
capital to promote the development of profitable 
foreign enterprises. 


The war has shown us the importance of ipdus- 
trial and commercial independence. Heretofore we 
have relied entirely on foreign countrie» to supply 
us with many necessary manufactured products— 


“notably dyes, drugs and chemicals—which we 


Porearne ano woros] 
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and.should have made for ourselves. The war has 
cut off the supply and consequently we have suffered 
great inconvenience and financial loss. Factories 
and laboratories are being erected in the United 
States to make these products and some are already 
in operation. Here is another permanent benefit, 
for we shall not only be sure of an ample supply 
regardless of international complications, but the 
money that we pay for these articles, instead of going 
abroad, will remain in our own country: and help 
swell the prosperity of our own people. 


Another lesson that the war has taught us is the 
necessity of a large fleet of merchant ships to carry 
our foreign commerce under the American flag. 
Lack of ships and excessively high ocean freight rates 
have been a serious detriment to our foreign trade 
during this war. Our burdensome and unjust navi- 
gation laws, which have driven the American flag 
from the seas except in our coasting trade, should 
be amended so to encourage the building of Ameri- 
can ships and enable them to compete successfully 
with foreign ships in carrying our exports and im- 
ports. This is sure to come, and we hope, as we have 
a right to expect it, from the present Congress. This 
will be to the advantage of the entire country quite 
as much as to the.shipping interests. 


As a nation, we lead the world in agricultural pro- 
ducts and are close to the front rank in our manu- 
factures which will be larger after the war. We 
already have a large and rapidly growing export 
trade, but if we are to obtain the full measure of 
prosperity that looms before us and is within our 
reach; if we would develop our resources to the ut- 
most and keep all our people and our capital con- 
stantly and profitably employed we must make the 
most of the present unparalleled opportunity to ex- 
tend our foreign trade by opening up new markets for 
our manufactured products many of which already 
exceed the requirements of the home market. 


The natural outlet for our manufactures is in the 
undeveloped countries of the American continent, 
both north and south of us, rather than in the high- 
ly developed manufacturing countries of Europe. 
But we have neglected to cultivate. commercial in- 
tercourse with our neighbors whose markets we have 
permitted to be almost wholly monopolized by 
European manufacturers. 


The war has cut off a large part of the commerce 
between Europe and the countries to the south of us 
and has compelled the latter to look to the United 
States to supply their wants. This would afford our 
manufacturers a rare opportunity to get a strong 
hold on these markets if they were in a position to 
take advantage of it, which they are not for two 
reasons. First, because we have not the ships to 
transport the goods, and, second, because our manu- 
facturers are ignorant of the habits and requirements 
of these peoples and do not know the quality and 
styles of goods they want, while European makers 
have given these matters years of careful study. 


South America the Grand Field of Oppor- 
tunity for American Enterprise 


HE attitude of our people as a whole to other 
] races inhabiting this hemisphere is not. es- 
%, pecially friendly or cordial. For instanee, 
we regard Canada with toleration. But if 
Canada belonged to the United States we would wax 
enthusiastic over its vast area and wonderful re- 
sources. As it is not a part of our domain it pleases 
us to think of it as an annex to the North Pole, 
region of ice and snow, to which a few benighted 
human beings cling tenaciously. 


Mexico to most of us is a burning desert, inhabited 
by snakes, Indians, and bloodthirsty half breeds, 
which is largely true except as to its productive soil 
and good climate. As far as the countries south of 
Mexico are concerned, the man in the street knows 
little and cares less; Central and South America he 
‘thinks are something like Mexico only a good deal 
worse. 


It is deplorable that we know so little of our neigh- 
bors and the wonderful countries they inhabit. If 
we were more intéfested in our neighbors to the north 
and south of us, it would be much to our advantage, 
especially just at the present juncture. 


We are very fond of bragging about the vastness 
of our country, but how many of our readers are 
aware of the fact that the whole of the United States 
could be comfortably stowed away in Brazil, with 
two hundred thousand square miles to spare. 5 





We are very proud of the progress we have mai 
but Argentina, that wonderful state to the south of 
us, has progressed more in ten years than Illinois or 
Towa. in fifty years. At the present rate of inerease 
Beunos Ayres, the capital city of Argentina, will by 
1930 surpass Chicago in population and become the 
second most important and populous city on this 
hemisphere. 


Speaking of the mighty Amazon which makes our 
Mississippi look like a canal, Bishop Stuntz says; “It 
is as if you could run an ocean liner from New York 
to Fort Dodge, Iowa, tie up to atree on the banks of 
the stream and drive your cattle on board.” 


We are prone to boast of our wealth and natural 
resources, but in undeveloped natural resources South 
America leads all the rest of the world. Bolivia 
does not appear to take up much space on the map, 
yet you could place sixty Belgiums within its borders, 
though it has but one third of Belgium's population. 


How many of our readers are aware that Peru is 
as large as Spain, France, Germany and Italy put 
together. We are very proud of Niagara Falls. We 
deem it our greatest natural wonder, outranking, in 
our minds, anything of its kind in the world. 
Travel, however, to Brazil and between that country 
and Argentina you will find the falls of Ignuazu 
which are both higher and wider than Niagara, and 
make that Mecca of tourists very small potatoes in- 
deed. In Brazil there is more unexplored country 
than is to be found in all the rest of the world put 
together. Yet Brazil produces eighty per cent of 
the world’s coffee supply, sufficient to give, us 
119,000,000,000 cups of coffee a day, and is also the 
largest producer of rubber. 


Seventy million people to the south of us speak 
the Spanish tongue and as our relations with South 
America will grow closer and ‘closer with every 
passing year, it is time we woke up to the fact that 
it is far inore important for us to teach Spanish in 
our schools than German or French. 


And now for a marvelous piece -of information: 
From Alaska far away to the north of this continent, 
to distant Patagonia, that faces the South Pole, is a 
distance of between twelve and thirteen thousand 
miles. Soon you will be able to travel from one end 
of this mighty hemisphere to the other in a sleeping 
car, for-more than seven thousand miles of this pro- 
jected railroad have already been laid and are in 
operation, and the work of construction is steadily 
progressing. 

We trust these facts will open the eyes of our 
readers and make them take more interest in the 
mighty continent to the south of us, a continent on 
which Europe has long cast envious eyes, and the 
independence of whose people we are pledged to and 
must maintain. 


South America has boundless forests of valuable 
woods, immense mineral deposits including ores of 
all the precious metals, all varieties of climate, a 
fertile soil, in most regions well watered and capable 
of producing in one part or another every kind of 
vegetation that flourishes anywhere in the world. 
It is a new country sparsely settled, but growing 
rapidly in population. Fortunes have been made 
there by enterprising foreigners, mostly from Europe, 
but its resources have, as yet, been scarcely touched. 
Large amounts of European capital have been profit- 
ably invested there. But Europe will need all its 
capital to repair the ravages of war and will have 
none to spare for South American entérprises. The 
future development of South America will be by 
Americans and American capital. which is already 
going there in large amounts, and bright, active 
American boys who go there in pursuit of the dollars 
‘will find it the new land of opportunity for them as 
our Western States were for their fathers half a cen- 
tury ago when there was plenty of good farm and 
forest land for homesteaders and miueral lands for 


those seeking to locate mining claims, and a chance~ 


to prosper with the growth and development of a 
_new country. : 

American capitalists" investing their money in 
South American enterprises, will want to employ 
trusty and. efficient young men from the United 
States to go to South America and fill responsible 
positions with good pay.

Mrs. Taylor, You de not say what you are 
feeding your baby so I am rather at a loss to 
tell you, but for constipation have you ever tried 
diluting’ the milk with barley water? I haye used 
it in my own family with good results. To pre- 
pare; add from three quarters of an ounce to 
ne ounce of barley to a quart of cold water and 
boil for fifteen or twenty minutes. Add enough 
water to make up the original quart and strain, 
his flour shows such a tendency to lump that 
it is better to first mix it with a little water until 
a smooth paste is formed. Oatmeal is even more 
laxative and is prepared in the same manner. 
Avoid the use of laxative medicine, unless in ex- 
“treme cases but instead practise the old adage—

Dear Mns, WILKINSON AND SISTERS: 

I wish to write a few lines again, to thank all the 
sisters that wrote and advised me on rearing children, 
T haye not answered all of thenr yet but will as soon 
as I get time. T answered all that inquired about the 
country. es 

My sixth baby was born July 4th and as I was 
away from home about three weeks some of the le 
ters I received during that time may have got lost, so 
if any of you who inquired about anything in particular 
have not received answers please write again, 

T was kind of despondent when I wrote last to this 
column and am afraid I wrote rather bitterly about large 
families, Am now in a more cheerful framé of mind, 
and the poem the kind Editor printed “Trust to 
Heaven” was unusally good, and made me think I was 
selfish after all. When I am well I am considered good 
natured but sometimes I get tired and I presume we 
are all more or less unreasonable at such times, 

I received some very nice letters in regard to train 
ing deaf children for which I was very grateful, 
Some advised me not to punish my. deaf boys, but 
such advice did not come from people that had’ deaf 
children of their own. Our boys are now in schoot 
‘again and are doing very well. The oldest one, seven 
years, writes very. plainly and the younger one, six 
Years, almost as well. They seem very happy and’ con- 
tented. 

‘We had almost a month of rainy weather this fall, 
which delayed threshing in this part of N. Dakota’ 
Wages for threshing were three and one haif dolinrs 
per day including board nnd lodging. Gtherwise by 
the month wages were a little less than usual, from 
thirty to thirty-five dollars per month (with board) 
for six or eight months, Of course winter wages are 
not high in these parts, as there is not much work to 
do: nbout fifteen to twenty dollars per month, and 
Some even work for their board.

Byery state maintains at joint state and gov- 
ernment expense an agricultural experiment sta- 
tion. It is the business of the experiment sta- 
tion to study all problems affecting the agricul- 
ture of the state. When it has discovered things 
of value it is obliged by law to publish these 
findings in the form of a pamphlet, known as a 
bulletin, for free distribution to residents of the 
state. ‘Any resident of the state is therefore en- 
titled to receive for the asking any bulletin pub- 
lished by his own state experiment station. How- 
ever, many experiment stations do not restrict 
theif bulletin distribution to residents of their 
own states but send them free to residents of 
other states as well as their own on written 
application. °

the poorer the quality, When cut the seed space 
should be small and the flesh thick. 

But why multiply illustrations? Of one’ thing 
we may always be certain. The pictures in the 
seed house catalogs alw: 
specimens of the types that are illustrated. They 
are always good. Whether one uses home grown 
seed or not he should study the illustrations in 
the catalog as they can be depended on to show 
the type most desired both for the table and 
the market. Until one forms the habit of study- 
ing catalogs for the real information that is to 
be found in them he does not realize their value, 
This of course is entirely independept of whether 
or not he purchases his seed from these sources 
or elsewhere. 


Pinkeye of the Horse 


This contagious disease which also is called 
epizootic and is a form of influenza, has been 
quite prevalent of jate (Nov. 17) and has caused 
serious losses. Mahy veterinarians depend upon 
quinine, glycerine and whiskey in its treatment 
and as ‘the pricé of the two drugs first mentioned 
has gone up to an unheard-of plane on account 
of the war the expense to horse owners has been 
tremendous. But quinine and glycerine are not 
absolutely necessary in treating pink eye, Salt- 
peter (nitrate of potash) is almost a specific for 
this disease. Dissolve a tablespoonfal (one half 
an ounce) in the drinking water three times a 
day at first and reduce the dose as the symptoms 
abate or if the urinary organs become unduly 
active. Cover the inflamed eyes with a soft cloth 
or compress and keep it wet with a solution of 40 
drops of coal tar disinfectant and one quart of 
cold water. ‘Three times a day give the horse seven 
to 10 drops of fluld extract of belladonna leaves, 
one dram of fluid extract of gentian root and 
one half an ounce of sweet spirits of niter in a 
one quarter pint of water. Bandage the legs 
with flannel. Give soft, easily digested feed. Pro- 
tect the horse against. cold drafts, in a clean, 
well-ventilated stable. Losses then will be small. 


Bur Clover 


Answering an inguiry it may be sald that 
the bur clovers are annual legumes, similar to the 
ordinary clovers, but the small fowers are in 
clusters of five to 10 and the coiled pods haye 
spines forming the so-called bur. The roots are 
fibrous and do not run deep. Most of the plants 
have 10 to 20 branches and may contain more 
than 1000 pods. Bur clovers are only suitable 
for a mild climate such as that of the cotton- 
growing states of the South and that of the 
Pacifie Coast west of the Cascade afd Slerra 














ys represent the best | 


Nevada ranges. ‘They readily 
Selves with llttle or no reseeding. Bur clover for 
the South especlally is the cheapest legume for 
use ag a winter cover crop, prevents washing, 
furnishes some pasture and is valuable as a 
source of fertility. Bulletin 693 of the Depart- 
ment af Agriculiure states that by the use of 
bur clover alone many instances are reported 
where the cotton crop has been materially tn- 
creased each season, There are two varieties cul- 
tivated in the United States, namely, the spotted 
or Southern bur clover (Medicago Arabica) and 
the toothed or California bur clover (Medicago 
hispida dentioulata). ‘The spotted bur clover 


maintain 








may be readily distinguished by the purple spot 
on the center of each leaflet. In the South the 
ants grow best in solls rich in Mme. On the 
Pacific Coast bur clover grows vigorously even 


where the soils are poor in lime, Hulled seed 
may be sown by a grain drill with a press-wheel 
attachment, or by any method of broadcasting, 
using about 15 pounds of seeds per acre. The 
seed bed should be firm and the seed must be 
thinly covered. It is best to start with a small 
area of land inoculated with soll from an estab- 
lished crop; then more land may be inoculated in 
turn from the first patch established. The inoc- 
ulating soil should be taken from the top eight 
Inches and applied broadcast on a cloudy day at 
the rate of 250 to 500 pounds per acre. The crop 
should. not be grown where sheep are kept as the 
burs get into the wool. A taste for bur clover 
has to be acquired, but all farm animals learn 
to lke it when kept om pastures of the plant. 


Controlling Blackhead of Turkeys 


The Kentucky ation advises that blackhead 
is so contagious that sick birds contaminate 
houses and runways. W! an outbreak occurs 
healthy hens and p ts should at once be removed 
to clean quarters, Affected birds should be killed 
and burned. Healthy birds must not be allowed 
to come in contact in any way with fowls of any 
age that have access to infected premises. It 
is a mistake to remove the sick birds and leave 
the well ones in the infected premises, The 
houses, roosts and runways should be thoroughly 
cleansed. After removing all litter from coops 
and houses spray with lime wash containing five 











































per cent of carbolic acid. Scatter siaked Mme 
on the runways after a perfect cleansing. Burn 
all litter, straw fuse. On farms where 
poultry ranges a » thoroughly cleaned and 
disinfected quarters should be provided for the 





healthy flocks to insure against possible existing 
infection. Soft feeds should be fed, excluding 
corn as a part of the ration, Sour milk should 
be Mberally supplied in the chronic or slow form 
of the disease. Also give it in the early stages 
of the disease, to infected as well as the exposed 
birds. If sour milk is not available mix one tea- 
spoonful of dilute hydrochloric (muriatic) acid 
in each quart of drinking water. Use an earth- 
enware container for the acidulated drinking wa- 
ter. Chickens are not often affected but may be 
killed by a virulent form of the disease so that 
they should be protected from exposure and in- 
fection. The disease is caused by a minute par- 
asite, or coccidium, belonging to the lowest form 
of animal life and known as protozoa, Sparrows 
may spread the disease. The head usually turns 
a dark purple color before death, but this may 
not occur and a post-mortem examination should 
always be made. The liver is greatly enlarged 
and shows spots of various sizes and of a yel- 
lowish green color and haying the appearance 
of concentric rings. The intestines that end in 
blind pouches (cseca) also become enlarged and 
thelr walls may bulge here and there and present 
a yellowish, cheesy appearancé from the outside 
and contain yellowish material varying in consis- 
tency from a liquid to a firm mass. Great care 
should be taken to start turkey raising with 
healthy stock from a farm where blackhead does 
not exist.

But in truth the up-to-date incubator is as 
to operate as a sewing machine, or even a 
ashing machine, and anybody with. ordinary 
common sense can run them successfully, and 
raise chickens that will just as strong and 
physically perfect as any hatched under hens, 
And what is more, it is not one half as much 
| trouble to_tend an incubator as it is to cater 
|to the vagaries of setting hens. And, last of all 
there is the unquestions vantage of being

| chickens whjch wil catch the highes 
prices as brofiers in April and Maye BATKet 
When the flock runs up to fifty and over, it is 
best to buy a machine that holds somewhere in 
the neighborhood of one hundred eggs. Most 
of the leading firms make three or four different 
sizes, the smaller of which holds from one hun 
dred'to one hundred and twenty eggs. But the 
beginner, with only a few hens, ‘will find a 
still smaller machine, holding say fi 
Targe enough. ig say fifty eggs, quite 
up-to-date incubators are such well- 
perfectly-adjusted machines, that any “one aig 
ordinary common sense can run them successfully 
by following the directions and providing one’s 
self with a hygrometer, in addition to the thers 
mometer which accompanies the incubator. For 
it is quite as important to gauge the moisture 
asthe heat in the egg-chamber. A hygrometer 
only costs about one dollar and fifty cents, a 
it does away with the most difficult problema 
amateurs have .to solve in artificial incubation, 
It is all very well for experienced poultry ker 
ers to say that the amount of moisture can be 
gauged by the increase of air space at the end 
of the egg. But the poor amateur can't possibly 
know how much {it should be increased from 
day to day, and so, frequently makes mistakes 
which cost ‘the lives of many chicka. But when 
| you have this little instrument to tell you ex: 
actly what is happening, there is no guesswork, 
Rafsing young ehicks ‘in the winter for what 
are termed early brotlers is extremely profitable 
for those who can run it successfully. to come 
mence on a large scale requires a large capital 
but there are hundreds of men and women why 
have accommodation on their premises that will 
| enable them to start in a small way, and "by, 
| investing the profits from the first year will be 
able to obtain a really good equipment for. th, 
business. My start in this branch of poultry 
ork was made with one incubator any 
home-made brooders. In two yen aie 
erating, ten Incubators, "twenty. broadere’ ‘and’ 
house for the growing birds, one hundted feet 
To convince yourself of the profit to be made 
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out of early chicks, Just look at the market 
quotations from New York, Boston, or any lar; 
city, on what are termed “Philadelphia bro’ 
ers”; and then consider what it would cost to 
raise a chick to the killing age. Or, to save you 
trouble, I will quote from some of my own past 
experiences. 

White Wyandotte chicks, hatched in January, 
sold in March (when they weigh two pounds 
aplece) at thirty-eight cents a pound. Cost of 
Keeping not more than nineteen cents. Several 
of the same hatch, kept until June, weighed 
four pounds apiece, and sold at twenty-eight 
cents a pound; cost of keeping, thirty-five cents. 
Last year, January hatched birds, brought one 
dollar and fifty cents the first of April, and had 
cost forty-five cents. Birds of the same hatch 
caponized and kept till August brought twenty- 
five cents a pound, and averaged seven and a 
half pounds each;'cost, sixty-nine cents. Are 
Hot such figures convincing? 

Brooders come third on the list, but are quite 
as important as the foregoing, for there is no 
use hatching a chick unless it can be reared, and 
the heat and ventilation of the artificial mother 
is more than half the battle. But, until you can 
afford the proper equipment, one or two incu- 
bators can be ron in the cellar of the house, or 
an unused room where there is no other heat. In- 
dividual brooders can be used in place of the 
brooder house. In fact, I like the individual brood- 
ers better than the pipe house system, because it 
is only necessary to heat as many as are needed, 
and with the pipe system the whole house had to 
be heated, even if you had only enough chicks * 
to fill one compartment. ‘ 

Every month for the last thirteen years has 
brought me dozens of: letters from Com¥or read- 
ers; people living all over the country from Jer- 
sey'to Oklahoma; some of them villagers and 
others on big farms, and many who started on 
bare land, and built up a comfortable home, and 
I can safely that everyone who has reported 
financial success have had at least one incubator. 
Women who wrote me through the paper at 
first, became personal correspondents and real 
friends, who tell me their successes and failures 
without reserve, and amongst them there are 
sixty cases where chickens, aided by an incu- 
bator, have saved the farm from going under in 
years of poor crops or the ill-health of husbands, 
The farmer can’t grow good crops without 
plows and harrows. Accept the lesson, get an in- 
cubator, and have good crops of eggs and chick- 
ens. It would pay you tenfold.

Want of pro} 
yentilation of the incubator, excessive heat during the 
last thirty-six hours of the incubation, the opening of 
the door on the morning of the thirteenth day. which 
allows the moisture to escape—all these are frequent 
causes of chickens dying in the shell.

Grand Central Terminal Railway Post-office at 
New York, equipped with a wonderful assortment 
of elaborate machinery for handling the mail, 
was turned over to the postal authorities. This 
is, in reality, a Beanie parcel pore distributing 
station, the first of its kind in the country. The 
Post-office covers an entire city block, and cost 
$950,000. On the main floor, thousands of bags 
to or from twenty-five states and Canada are 
sorted by machinery. ‘There is a system of belts 
that conyey the bags all over the floor and finally 
to chutes that lead into the doors of mail cars. 
Bags of arriving mail are placed on a mechantcai 
lift which lifts them to the top* floor, where 
clerks assort them. They are then dropped down 
to a raised platform and from there te other 
parts. of the building by means of belts.

has been supposed. ‘The number bacteria 
found in air of the experiment station stable dur- 
ing such barn operations as milking, feeding hay, 
grain and the like usually varies between 50 and 
300 per liter of air, In only seven instances out 
of 58 analyses was the germ content of the air 
of three commercial stables greater than the 
highest count obtained in the station stable, An 
average of 500 bacteria per cuble centimeter 
may be expected in all milk as drawn from the 
udder. An average of 57,077 bacteria per cubic 
centimeter have been found to be added to milk 
by washed but unsterilized milk pails. Bacteria 
do occur in the air of cow stables in relatively 
larger numbers than they do in the air of many 
other places. Occasionally under exceptionally 
dusty conditions, the numbers of bacteria getting 
into the milk from the air may be approximately 
as high as the numbers derived from the udder, 
but the number so derived under ordinary con- 
ditions does not increase the germ content of the 
milk to any important extent, The most impor- 
tant points are to derive milk from healthy cows,. 
to cleanse the udder before milking, milk with 
clean, dry hands into properly-sterilized pails and 
then ‘prevent contamination in the mllkhouse. 

















Frozen Feed 


careful farmer feeds frozen feed to his 
stock. Aside from the physical discomfort caused 
the animal and the liability of injury to the 
health of the herd, feeding frozen feed is a very 
wasteful practise. 


| No 


Prozen Freep, Expensive.—The first requisite 
of the animal fn winter time is Aeat. Its body 
must be kept warm. A portion of this warmth is 
provided with shelter; the rest, and by far th 
greater portion, must come from the feed. Hence | 
the warmer the shelter the less the feed that is 
required. 

The digestion of 











eed liberates the heat it is 
capable of producing. As everyone knows, it 
takes enormous amounts of heat to melt ice. | 
Therefore if frozen feed be fed it must be thawed 
out after it gets inside the animal's body. Where 
is the heat for this purpose to come from? There 
1s no other source than the feed itself. In other | 
words, one half of the feed is used to furnish 
heat to thaw the other half and make it fit for | 
digestion, Hence twice the amount is necessary 
to get the same results as can be obtained from 
unfrozen. feed, 

FrozeN Feeo Ixsvkiovs.—Frozen feed can 
rarely be fed without doing positive injury to 
stock> The large amount of heat necessary to 
thaw the feed so lowers the animal's temperature 
that it causes serious digestive disturbances, If 
any considerable portion of such {#ed be fed ‘the 
animal suffers in consequence and ‘may sicken | 
and die, This of course is a great loss to the 


farmer. 
FEEDING ‘Frozen Freep Unyecessary.—it is 
to feed frozen feed. Silage that 


















not necessary 
has frozen around the edges of the silo should 
be scraped off and piled in the center of the 
silo to thaw out before belng fed. Under no con- 
sideration should frozen silage be fed before 
thawing. If necessary it may be thrown down 
in\the warm stable and covered with blankets to 
thaw before feeding. 

Frozen roots are equally injurious. If frozen 
they too, should be carried inside the stable and 
warmly covered so as to draw out all the frost 
before being cut preparatory to feeding. 

It is perfectly safe to adopt the following 
rule: Never feed frozen feed. 

If any of our readers ate haying sickness 
among their animals or other trouble which 
may he due to frozen feed they should consult 
our Veterinary Adviser or the editors of our 
Modern Farmer page. 




















Watering Animals with Ice Cold 
_ Water 


It is equaly injurious to allow stock to drink 
ice-cold water us it is to feed frozen feed. Though 
the effects may not be so apparent, the principle 
is the same, Heat is consumed in warming up 
the water to the proper temperature. This heat 
too, must be furnished by the feed; hence the use 
of ‘very cold water for watering stock neces- 
sitates the feeding of more feed. Like feeding 
frozen feed ft, too, is wasteful, expensive, inju- 
rious and unnecessary, 

Water freshiy drawn from a well in winter 
time is at the proper temperature for drinking 
purposes. This need mot be warmed if used Im 
mediately, but.water from a frozen stream taken 
through a hole in the ice is unfit for stock and 
should not be used. ‘There is no way to warm it 
So that_it will be fit for stock to drink, 

















The Tank Heater 


Water Stored in tanks may be warmed up 
by use of a tank heater, Even though it may be | 
covered So as to prevent hard freezing, the tem- | 

rature {8 likely to be so tow as to make it unfit 
for stock to drink. A tank heater placed in the 
middle of the tank nnd used to warm the water 
to about 60 or 70. degrees will pay for itself in a 
few weeks from the saving, of feed alone, to say 
nothing of the increased comfort that it gives the 
animals and the Increase in the amount of milk 





resulting when used to warm the water for dairy 
cows. lowever, the water should mever be so 
os as to make ft insipid and unrelished by

A.—Pumpkins are uot very popular for cow feeding. 
‘The Vermont” experiment station found 2.5 tons of 
pumpkins, including the seeds, equal to one ton of 
corn silage for dairy cows. There is no good found.- 
tion for the belief that pumpkin seeds cause the milk 
secretion to dry up. The seeds are rich in protein aud 
vil, are relished by swine and should not be wasted. 
They have the effect of freeing the pigs of intestinal 




















































worms and of putting the digestive or in good 
condition. It does not pay to cook pumpkins for cows 
or pigs. Trinls show equally good results with raw 
vusipkins. in such trials it was found that 273 pounds 


of grain together with 376 pounds of raw pumpkins 
gave 100 pounds of gain im fattening pigs. Cottrell «f 
the Colorado station states that some Colorado sivck- 
men fatten bogs exclusively on raw squash. The mest 
from such feeding has good flavor but is of undesirable 
Yellow color. As a part ration raw pumpkins or 
squash uré excellent for breed sows. They regulate 
the bowels. Potatoes uced not be added. Prefer wheat 
middlings to bran for hog feeding. One pound of salt 
to 100 pounds of meals: for slop making is suificient 
for hogs. Salt freely given deranges the digestive 
organs and may prove poisonous. 


Rorr Mix.—My cow, about eight years old, has a 
ealf four months old. She has free range, and I feed 
her corn, peu vines, peanuts and cotton seed. She 
gives about eight quarts of milk but I can’t make 
any butter from it. The morning's milk will thicken 
before night although it remains perfectly sweet, and 
sometimes it takes on sich a bad smell that I ‘can't 
use it, ‘The yessels are kept ‘Scalded and aired. 
Have made lots of utter from her milk until recently. 
What is the matter avith the cow, and what can I do 
for her? Mus. B.T., Wheelock, Texas, 

A.—This commonly is a bacterial trouble due to the 
presence of the Wacillus vixcosus lactis sin the water 
used for washing the utensils or in the milk vessels 
or in the place where the milk is handled and set. 
As a rule the milk comes sound from the udder. Give 
the cow a different stable. Boil all water used for 
washing purposes or mix half an ounce of hypochicrite 
of soda or lime to each gallon of water used for wash- 
ing the utensils. Clean sour milk will destroy the 
bacillus on the walls and floors of a milk room; then 
whitewash should be applied. Examfne the milk as it 
comes from the cow to see if one quarter possibly 1s 
giving abnormal milk. If alk quarters give the same 
milk “keep separate samples fu cléan tumblers to be 
covered against entrance of dust. Test ench samp! 
in a different way, adding to one some of the wash wa- 
ter, to another, some of the drinking water, to au- 
other dust from the milk house, or burn, and so on. 
The milk to which the infecting substance is added will 
become ropy while the other symples will not. In 
this ou may find the source of the ropincss, 
aa1NG Rw OF Feux.—Parts of wy pasture 
overgrown with patches of feta-brakes (Pteris Agui- 
Hing, Cun you tell me how to Kill out this fern, as 
the land is needed for grass?

Whiteheads and How to Get Rid of] 
Them 


LACKHEADS are something we 

‘all had to wrestle with, at, one time 

or another, aren't they, girls? But the 

little whiteheads, about which so many 

of my girls are complaining to me, 

are not quite so general, though equal: 
ly irritating. 

“What are they, and how 
them?” 

‘They are tiny masses of fatty, oily secretions 
which haven't succeeded in being thrown off by 
the pores, but are caught beneath the outer skin 
and held fast, having no way of escape. A 
plackhead is the contents of a pore, soiled by 
contact with the floating dust of the atmosphere 
Sout it has the advantage of at least having 
@ way out if it is in the least encouraged. The 
poor little whitehead is shut fast under the ski 
there to form a hard, little lump about the 
of a pinhead, and tobe the cause of ma: 
pretty girl sighing in despair as she looks 
the mirror. 

Let's give the little whitehead first aid, and 
get rid of it. Then we'll proceed to take steps 
fo prevent ourselves from acquiring any more. 

The first thing we should do is to scrub 
the face thoroughly with a camel’s-hair complex- 
jon brush and hot soapy,.water. (That is always 
the first thing to do if any problem of the com- 

lexion.) Then, after the face has been thorough- 
fy rinsed several times with tepid water, it | 
ghould be massaged with a little cold cream that | 
the skin may be softened and made tractable. 

Now, have at hand a pitcher of very warm wi 
ter and place in it two Turkish washcloth:

Wring one out, and while it is still as warm as 
you can stand it, lay it over the affected portion 
of the face. Let it remain until the heat begins 
to leave it, when place it in the pitcher to get 
hot again, at the same time substituting the fresh 
hot one ‘on the face. Keep this up for .five 
minutes, then dry the face thoroughly. 

Next, dip a fine needle in boi‘ing water, and 
with the point of it prick the skin above the 
Whitehead, using a comedone extractor at once to 
pres’ out ‘the little mass of secretions. A come- 
done extractor will cost you about twenty-five or 
fifty cents, and is about as big as a glove-button- 
er, but with a tiny circular hole in the slender 
métal end. This is placed over the whitehead or 
Dlackhead and gently pressed, when the offending 
“worm” pops forth. Of course, it isn’t a worm 
at all, merely a bit of fatty matter, but as it comes 
forth’ like one, pédple generally have come to 
speak of it in that way. Be sure in selecting an 
extractor to choose one that has a rounded edge 
to the little hole, otherwise the pressure will cut 
the skin. 

After the whitehead is pressed out, touch the 
spot at once with peroxide of hydrogen or al- 
cohol. 

To get rid of a whitehead 
your skin shows a number—is 
measure. Unless you get to 
trouble, you will have another crop. 
don’t want that, do you, girls? 

So, let us stop and remind ourselves that dis- 
turbances of the complexion, in ninety-nine. cases 
out, of a hundred, come from digestive distur- 
bances or improper methods of eating and caring 
for one's body generally. 

That the skin does not throw off its impurities 
shows fhat it is lazy or indifferent, and needs 
fo be stimulated. Scrub the face nightly, just as 
T haye advised you to do so many times, and 
occasionally wipe the face lightly with a pad 
df absorbent cotton dipped in alcohol. If your 
skin {s dry, do not continue to use the alcohol. 

Steam the face once a week, and at all times: 
keep it spotlessly clean, If your pores are large 
and open, it is as well to avoid cold creams for 
the time being (except just before using a 
comedone extractor), as they tend to still further 
clog the pores. Slap the face all over lightly but 
briskly after every washing, to stimulate the 
action of the skin. 

Drink quantities of water, and eat plenty of 
vegetables and fruits. Avoid eating between 
meals: and chew every particle of food until it 1s 
fluid before you-swallow it. Do not, Of course, 
eat largé-quantities of candies, cake, preserves, 
or other sweet stuffs. 

See that the eliminative functions of the body 
are kept in good order; for you will never have 
@ good skin unless the body can throw off all its 
impurities daily. If the organs refuse to act, 
then stimulate them to do so by exercise, or food 
correctives, in preference to cathartics. 

‘A dash ‘of pineapple is the best possible ald 
to digestion, since its juice is almost identical 
with the gastric juice of the stomach; and for 
most people a large juicy apple eaten Just before 
retiring will act as a most efficient: regulator. 
If it does not do as well for you as it does for 
others, try eating ar ajple three times a day, 
Six prunes soaked over night in a tumbler of 
water, and eaten about fifteen minutes before 
breakfast, are effective with many people, as are 
figs that have been softened in the same way. 
In either case, besides eating the fruit, drink the 
water in-which it has been Soaked. 

If you live where fresh frpit is difficult to ob- 
tain, or if you are tuking a long trip by train, 
you Will find it convenient to have on hand a sup- 
By, of fig paste. You can easily make it yourself.

Ain Auto Bob-Sied 


This coaster is built on simple, sturdy lines. 
The material used should be straight-grained and 
sound, Hard wood of course, is better for rough 
usage, but pine or cypress will do. The main 
Plank is given as 15 inches wide. If it is im- 
possible to get such 2 wide one, use two eight, 
Inch pieces instead. Fig. 4 shows the front sled 
as clearly as if you had a real one before you. 
The letter “k,” is the king bolt which permits 
turning or steering; “I” is the top rocker or 
shaped timber upon which the plank rests; “m” 
is the base block; “s” is a sleeve or piece of 
pipe throngh which the steering post, also pipe, 
aires ‘The blocks upon which the rear sled or 
ollower is mounted are pictured in Fig. 7. They 
are made of timber four by eight inches or four 
by six inches, extreme length 18 inches.

Convertible Racer 


The drawing shows a kick-mobile shod with 
rollers and skates. This permits the owner to 
travel with equal advantage on elther a paved 
street or an icy surface such as a frozen lake or 
ond. The only part that has to be changed 
rom one place to another is the handle, “a” in 
Fig. 2. You may attach one permanently to each 
end and obviate the necessity of shifting it. In 
traveling on ice the rider wears a spiked stirrup 
on the foot used to propel the racer. This is 
shown in Fig. 6.

Ice Boat Model

On the other hand, the shoulder pains may result from 
some trouble in the neck, not muscular. To determine 
what treatment is proper the patient must be examined 
personally by a physician who will then know what 
should be done, (2) Anything that would cause the 
bowels to act immediately after each meal, would do 
more harm than good.

M. T., Schooleraft, Mich.—There is no sure cure for 
eatarrh, It is a climatic disease and is most benefited 
by change of climate. If you are catarrhal you should 
not live in a climate which will aggravate it.

A. R. E., Boston, Mass.—About the best remedy 
for ‘chapped’ lips is ‘some one of the preparations to 
be had at any drug-store, which contains camphor 
and menthol in a salve. Plain mutton tallow is ex- 
cellent, but it is not agreeable to the taste. Don’t 
wet your lips with your tongue. It is a habit with a 
great many people and is sure to make chapped lips in 
cold weather.
